Report of School Board 
For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1908. 
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To the Citizens of Brookfield: 


In preparing the report of schools we find little that is 
new to present for your consideration. Everything we 
might desire has not been accomplished, yet good work has 
been done, and in general, satisfactory results have been 
obtained. 


Much care should be exercised in the selection of 
teachers for our ungraded school work, not only in regard 
to book qualifications, but in a thorough ability to impart 
knowledge to others in a practical manner, and should _ pos- 
sess the highest standard of moral character. We cannot, 
owing to the circumstances, always have our choice of 
teachers, but in our rural schools we certainly need the best. 


The work cannot be one steady advancement, as in the 
graded schools, yet it is more flexible, and an able teacher 
can accomplish a broad work. A little drawing or music 
introduced may, in some quiet child, to whom arithmetic is 
drudgery, arouse some latent talent and prove an endless 
source of pleasure and proft. 


A large sum of money in proportion to the size of our 
town has been expended during the past year in education. 
The school board has endeavored to use these funds so as 
to give the pupils the best advantages within our means. 


Your schools are largely what you make them. You 
vote money for their support and some of you seem quite 
willing to stop right here. But unless the parent takes a 
personal and active interest in the school it cannot do its 
complete work. One great fault with our school system is

that the parents are not in close enough touch with it. We 
invite you to visit the schools more frequently, not merely 
on ‘show’ days, but when the regular work is being done, 
and see and hear for yourselves, as we have not assumed to 
“know it all.” 

We are highly gratified with the schools as a whole, 
though we find that some were not all that we could hope 
for. We have learned by experience that in this town, as 
in all others, there are “chronic grumblers,” and we advise 
all to ‘take due notice and govern themselves accordingly” 
whenever such people are found to be boiling over.
